Show Bitter Opposition to the fro- 
posed Gerniau Treaty With 
Russia. 



Jloro Deaths Have Besotted— The Kaiser's 
Contloleuco With tho Captain and 
Company. 

Kiel, Feb 17-— Six of tho men injurod 
yesterday by tho explosion on tho cruiser 
Brimtlcnburg elicd this morning at tho 
military hospital. This makes 40 deaths 
from tho acoident. Captain l3undomar.r., of 
tho warship Brandenburg, haB rccoived this 
despatch from Emperor William : "Accept 
my warmest sympathy and condolenco for 
tho loss of our horoes. Wo must keep a 
Arm truBt in God and submit to the 
workings of His inscrutable will, 
then we may find ; consolation and 
confidence. I shall cause a tablet comment 
orating the dond lo bo placed in the garrison 
church in Kiel. For those that are loft, 
full steam ahead." 

Tho Roichanselgcr, in Berlin, said to-day 
that the explosion followed tho breaking of 
a fastening in tho apparatus used to turn off 
tho steam. Nobody knows what mado the 
fastening break. 



Caprivl'a Scheme to Appoint a Cur 
rency Comniissiou Likely 
to Fail. 



(Copyright 1801, by tho United Pr03S.) 
Berlin, Feb. 17- — Yesterday and to-day 
tho Bundoarnth or Federal Counoil debated 
tho commercial treaty with Russia, nnd 
practically gavo its unanimous approval to 
the moasure. The treaty will he plnccd bo- 
foro tho Roicliatag on Monday, and tho 
dobato upon it will bogin on Thursday. It 
was reported that tho representatives of 
Bavaria, in tho Bundearath, made thoir 
assent to tho treaty conditional upon tho 
abolition of cheap grain tariffs on the rail- 
ways of Eastern Prussia, but a lit- 
tle inquiry proved that the report 
was nob true. Negotiations aro pro- 
ceeding betweon tho governments of 
Prussia, Bavaria and Wurtemburg, with a 
view to arranging a modification uf these 
tariffs; but as Prussia admitB that tho de- 
mands of tho Western and Southern states 
on this question must be mot, there is no 
likelihood of a dangerous dispute arising. 
Under tho present system, grain rates from 
East Prussia docreaso in ratio to distance. 
A reduction in the duties on Russian corn, 
which would lead to an influx of grain 
from Russia, would expose tho agricultur- 
ists of Bavaria and tho Southern states to 
tho disadvantages arising from graduated 
railways. 

As the time draws near for influencing the 
members of tho Reichstag, either for or 
against tho Russian treaty^ great activity is 
displayed by those interested. Resolutions 
in favor of tho treaty aro pouring in. Every 
Chamber of Commerce and Industrial So- 
ciety in tho Empire has sent or is preparing 
to sond memorials to tho Reichstag. Special 
delegates will bo sent to tho Reichstag from 
Berlin, Crofcld, Loipsio, Frankfort and 
other centres, to work in favor of 
tho measure. Tho Agrarians, who are 
bitter opponents of tho treaty. aro 
actively conducting a campaign to influence 
the Reichstag against tho measure An 
immense mass meeting, at which it is esti- 
mated 5,000 members of the Agrarian party 
were present, was held here to-day, when 
resolutions were adopted declaring against 
tho bill and much enthusiasm was shown. 
Tho anti-Semites present announced their 
approval of tho resolutions, declaring that 
every member of tho Agrarian body must 
belong to some Christian body. 

Tho scheme of Chancellor von Caprivi to 
bring about an abatement of hostility of tho 
bimetallists by appointing a currency com- 
mission is likely to fail. Instead of relaxing 
their opposition the bimetallists havo in- 
tensified it. Ojt of tho sixteen members of 
the currency commission, six aro silver nion. 
This is thought to bo a large enough 
minority, considering how they rank in tho 
Reichstag. Tho silver supporters, however, 
wont to havo eight of tho members of the 
commission. Four of tho ablest silver men 
havo been appointed members of the com- 
mission. These are Hcrr Arendt, Herr vox/ 
Kardorf, Count von Gorbach, and Count 
von SchorleneralBt. They may, perhaps, 
decline to sit ua members. The conviction 
grows that the inquiries of tho commission, 
liko similar currency inquiries mude in 
other countries, will result in nothing of 
benefit. 



ROYAL LABOR COMMISSION 

Report on the Conditions Existing In Eng- 
land nnd Their Amelioration. 

London, Feb. 17. — The members of tho 
royal commission on labor, which during 
tho last six months has held numerous ses- 
sions, and has taken a vast quantity of evi- 
dence, assembled to-day to draft a report for 
submission to tho Houso of Commons 
through tho Government. A majority of 
the commission, it is loarned, will report 
that tho limitation of tho hours of labor in 
many employments is impracticable. Among 
the employments noted aro seafaring, agri- 
cultural uud domestic) family service. Tho 
samo majority opposes the enforcement of 
oight hours aa a day's work in any engage- 
ment of servico. On the question of a trado 
option and a trade exemption tho commis- 
fion is divided. Under tho system of 
trade option the presumption would bo 
in favor of leaving tho working day un- 
altered, and tho weight of opinion in tho 
commission scorns to preponderate in this 
direction, Under a system of trado exemp- 
tion tho presumption would bo in favor of a 
standurd of hours laid down by law (gener- 
ally speaking, an eight hours day ) and any 
trado objecting to that standard would bo 
required to protest by a formal voto in order 
to \>i exempt from tho operution of tho act. 
On the suhjoot ot labor disputes a majority 
of tho commission favors an amendment to 
the law relating to picketing and intimida- 
tion in tho form of a Ktrong modification of 
the aot passed in 137i>, and uudor which 
modification picketing in a modified form 
would bo recognized by law und tho degrees 
of intimidation lessened. A minority of tho 
commission ia bitterly opposed to these pro- 
posals, and it is certain that two reports 
will be submitted to the House of Commons.

17.— Mr. Cummings, 
chairman of tho committee on naval affaire, 
presented as a question of privilego a report 
from tho committeo on Boutolle'a resolution 
calling upon tho secretary of tho navy to in- 
form tho Houso by what authority instruc- 
tions were issued placing tho armed force 
of the United States and tho uao of its en- 
sign under the control of James H. Blount; 
sIbo to furniBh the Houso copies of all 
orders, directions, inetruotiona or official 
suggestions issued by him sinco March 4, 
180:1, concerning tho movements of tho 
naval forces at Hawaii. He explained that 
the committee recommended tho passage of 
the resolution as amended so as to call for 
orders from March 4, 1892, instead of 189.') 
Ho yielded a moment to Mr. Boutolle, who 
urged tho importance of tho resolution, 
whioh ho said had already boon delayed six 
weeks. Tho information called for by it, ho 
thought, should have been before tho House 
when the Hawaiian resolution was being do- 
bated.

Tobonto, Feb. 17.— (Special)— About 500 
sober able-bodied unemployed men inarched 
in procession to the City Hall to-day and 
requested Mayor Kennedy to immediately 
provide them with work. Many said their 
families wore starving nnd they wanted to 
go to work and bo paid for it tho same night 
bo that they onuld buy a dinner for Sunday.

Miao Caroline Castle, of Honolulu, who 
waa a pasaonger on thy steamship Arawa 
for Honolulu, Is a siBtor of William. Castle, 
ono of tho commissioners who repreienteu 
the Hawaiian provisional govornmont at 
Washington. Sho has auothor brothor, 
Henry, who ia editor of tho Hawaiian Gu 
zotto at Honolulu, and who was recently 
horsowhippod in a sensational manner Lu 
Honolulu, 

"I was born on tho islands," she laid in 
an interview. "My father was n mis 
sionary. He went there in 1837, and 
ia ono of tho old pioneers. Ho was 
well acquainted with tho history ol 
tho islands in tho early days when 
tho French and Euglish wero contending for 
tho poaseisiou of them. Wo hare tbe finest 
society in Honolulu, though it is very cos 
mopolitan. All the missionaries who wont 
there years ago oamo from very fine families 
and always educated their children, so wo 
do not consider ourselves a whit behind tho 
rest of tho world in progress or oi> lighten.

NaWBURQ, N. Y., Feb. 16. — An effort) is 
to bo mado to secure tho passage of a bill in 
Congress authorizing tho transfer to Wash- 
ington's headquarters of a number of his- 
toric guns now stored at tho Wutervliat 
arsenal. Among them aro twelve broniw 
pieces surrendered at Saratoga, six bronze 
pieces presonted to tho United States 
government by Lsfayuttiyj two bronzo 
guns captured at the storming of Stony 
Point, and five bronzi Runs captured at 
Yorktowu.

In 1S25 ho recognized the 
gun at Vatervliet arsenal and embraced it 
fervently. When Lafayotto died tho half- 
hour guns fired were by the samo pieoo by 
ordor of the government. 

Horrible .Mutilation or a Boy. 

Lerdo, Mex., Feb. 16.— At tho hacienda 
at San Isidro an old man named Erncslo 
Zwalatook two goats from a herd undor the 
care of a littln boy. Upon the boy's threat- 
ening to toll, Zivala overpowered him and, 
after tying him down, cut the 
boy's tongue out. Tho boy was sub- 
sequently found and taken to tho office 
of the governor. Thero a scono was 
presented which made the bystanders turn 
away in horror. With blood flowing from 
his mouth the boy, by inarticulate sounds 
and motions, tried to make bimsoif under- 
stood, and Buoceoded sufficiently to satisfy 
tho officials of Z ivala's guilt.

New York, Feb. 17.— Colonel Daniel 
Van Dueer, U. S. inspector of immigration 
at Halifax, who is in this city, says a Urge 
immigration from Europe is uiming to crosa 
the United StateB border by way of Canada 
early thia year. During the past year he 
says that 28,000 entered tho United States 
through Canada. It ia thought that a 
greater number will como this year. Tho 
same opinion seems to have actuated tho 
Btcamabip peoplo, aa shown by tho fact that 
threo new linea of Bteamera are to enter 
Quebeo in tho apring. They are tho Hansa 
lino from Hamburg, the Scindia lino from 
Copenhagen, and the Franco-German line 
from Bordeaux. 

Must Report IHrect. 

Seattle, Feb. 17.— A circular has been 
received by custom officials from tho Treas- 
ury department giving notice that informers 
on smugglers must report direct to the chief 
custom officer of tho port, instead of to sub- 
ordinates, to entitle them to any reward. 
The object is to shut off all possibility of 
custom inspectors and other subordinates 
swindling the government out of rewards 
by means of confederates. Under the 
present regulations an inspector making a 
capture of contraband goods by his own 
efforts might make it app-ar that a con- 
federate had given him tho information that 
led to tho Bcizure, But how tho now regu- 
lation ia to prevent tho same kind of fraud 
ia not apparent, for the inspector might atill 
attain tho same end by sending his confed- 
erate in advance to tho chief officer. 

Kllilion lTcnvcrK' Strike. 

New York, Feb. 17.— The silk ribbon 
weavers of Now York at a meeting attend- 
ed by delogates from all the factories and 
shopa in the city, agreed to striko unless 
their employers grant their demnuds. The 
Bilk ribbon weaverB allego that their wugrs 
have all the time been steadily decreasing 
until now the averago wage of a weaver is 
about $5 a week for four-and a half hours a 
day. Tho weavers demand an increase in 
accordance with the new price list which 
haa been drawn up by the national execu- 
tive union. This, if granted, will bring up 
their t,.u.iuga to abou f!) 50 or $10 a week 
and U an increase of 50 per cent. The 
mannf»oturers have all, with two exceptions, 
retuseu to grant tho inon ase.

Macon, Mo., Feb. 17.— Ono hundred 
miners employed by the Littlo Pittsburg 
Coal and Mining company, at Lange, 
struck to-day on uccount of the refusal of 
the management to suspend an objection 
able employee. 

A lilRhl Mortality. 

Chicago, Feb. 17.— Tho Supremo Council 
of the Royul Leuguo to-duy officially noti- 
fied tho officers of tho various subordinate 
councils of tho order in Indiana, Michigan, 
Ohio, Missouri, Kansas, Wisconsin, No 
braska and Illinois, that as a reBult of the 
limited number of deaths in the order sinco 
tho beginning of tho year the usual monthly 
mortuary assessment for February would 
not Le levied, the funds in hand from the 
last assessment called in tho last week of 
December being sufficient to pay uil claima 
and to leavo a largo balance in tho Supromo 
treasury of tho order. Thia is tho third 
timo within a year that the Royal League, 
which is ono of tho largest of tho secret fra 
tcrnal societies, has passed an assessment 
owing to the laok of mortality in its inem 
bcrship.

The Northorn Pacific BteaniBhip Victoria, 
which arrived off the outer wharf about mid- 
night on Friday, did not tie up until almost 
the timo the Colonist went to pross, having 
been delayed for a conaiderable time on ao- 
oount of waiting for tho Arawa to movo 
out bo that sho might berth at the Bame dock.

It is expected 
that ho will be able to take charge when 
tho vessel arrives back. Tho Victoria left 
Hongkong on tho 23rd January at noon, 
proceeding to Yokohama via Shanghai and 
Kobe; and loft Yokohama on the 2nd of 
February at 11:15 a.m. Sho experienced 
fresh northerly and north-easterly winds, 
and thick, rainy weather on tho China Coast; 
and, after leaving Yokohama, moderate 
northerly and north-westerly winds prevail- 
ed until the 7th inst. , when a heavy galo 
from the north was experienced, with heavy 
seas, continuing until the 9th, when tho 
moridan waa crossed at tho 49th parallel.

The cargo consisted of 1,800 tonB, 
of which 400 tonB wero discharged at Vic- 
toria. Thora were Go Chinese passengers in 
tho steeruge, all of whom wero landed heio. 
Tho vessel finished discharging cargo at .3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and immediate- 
ly proceeded on her way to Tacoma. 

THE "ALEXANDER" CONDEMNED. 

The American Bchooner Alexander, seized 
last July by tho U. S. revenuo stnamer 
Rush, was condemned and ordered forfeited 
to tho U, S Government by Judgo Warren 
Truitt in tho District court, Sitka, Alaska, 
the 6:h inBtant. Tho Alexander, which 
belongs to the Pacific Trading Co. of San 
FranciBCO, waa killing sea otter along the 
Alaskan coast between Shumagin bank aud 
Albatross bank in the vicinity of Tugidak 
island, and though none of the animals were 
killed within ten miles of shore tho vessel 
waa seized for a violation of tho United 
States statutes, as the hunting was between 
islands and within Round rigs. The defenso 
held that the jurisdiction of tho U. S. only 
cxtendB three miles from shore, and it ia 
understood will appeal from Judge Truitt'a 
decision.

A GRIEVANCE-MONGER. 

The Redistribution Bill haB taken the 
Opposition by surprise The Times shows 
a disposition to find fault with it, but it is 
evidently at a loss how and whore to hegin, 
The News-Advertiser labors hard to create 
a grievance It asserts that " Tho Island 
constituencies in genera] receive under 
tho bill considerably larger proportional 
representation Llun those of tho Main- 
land." Every ono who can multiply 
and divide knows that whatever dif- 
ference there is in the " proportional 
representation " of tho two great sections 
of the Province — and it is very littlo in- 
deed—is in favor of tho Mainland. There 
is on tho Muinland ono member to every 
1,903 of the enfranchised population, and on 
tho Island ono to every 1,999. Tho differ- 
ence is so very small that it is really not 
worth mentioning. As wo oxpected, the 
Advertiser sucgests "gerrymandering," but 
it takes good care to deal in vory 
indefinite generalities. Its complaint is 
that, compared with Victoria, Vancouver 
and New Westminster got less than their 
duo. "Superfluous almost," it says, "is it 
to add that compared with Victoria and the 
immediately surrounding districts, Van 
eouver — though receiving an additional 
member— and Mew Westminster City left 
as before, have, together considered, less 
than their due, which may also bo said of 
the New Westminster District, tho repre 
sentation of which is increased by but 
one member." As to how and where 
the gerrymandering comes in our con 
temporary is prudently silent- It has not 
yet had time to manufacture its grievance 
and we think it will have a great deal of 
difficulty in getting anything like a pre- 
sentable one in shape. Of this, however, 
wo may ba sure, that if it does not create 
ono of respectable proportions, it will not 
bo for want of trying. Its industry in the 
fault-finding and grievance-making business 
is very remarkable, and it is only the want 
of material that prevented it having a big 
bouncing one to present to its readers yes 
terday morning. 



ADDITIONAL INFORMATION. 

Tho Time?, with moro than its ubuuI 
courtesy, gave its readers on Wednesday 
what it evidently considers tho proof that it 
was at ono time unconstitutional for a Min 
istor of tho Crown to make a publio use of a- 
departmental document boforo it was pre 
sentcd to Parliament. That proof was part 
of a resolution moved by Mr. Charlton rela- 
tive to a " praotico now in force" If 
our contemporary had been obliging enough 
ta give us a littlo moro information 
on the subject, it would havo told us that 
tho word " praotico " had, atSir John Mao- 
donald's suggestion, been substituted for 
"rule". Ilia words woro : "I suggest 
tho word 'rule 1 should bo altered to prao 
tioo in the first line, I do not think there is 
any rule" This shows that thoro was no- 
thing in tho law to provont the documents 
being issued boforo they wore laid on the 
tablo of tho Houao of Commons. Tho officials 
had got into tho habit of keeping them back 
until after Parliament mot, and it is this 
habit or custom, or "praotico," that our con- 
temporary mistakes for law. As a mattor of 
fact tho documents woro often placed in tho 
hands of representatives of the pross be- 
fore they woro presontod to Parliament, and 
it was to put a stop to favoritism in this 
matter that Mr. Charlton introduced his 
motion. In thocourao of tho discussion Mr. 
Charlton said that during tho ro- 
oess ho had, through tho courtesy of the 
Minister of Finance, received information 
which, if tho contention of tho Times is 
right, it was a breach of tho privilego of 
Parliament to impart. Our contemporary 
will, no doubt, soo that tho fusa which 
Messrs. Kitchen & Co. mado about tho use 
which tho Premier mado of tho Publio Ac- 
counts boforo thoy wore placed boforo tho 
Legislative Assembly, wbb altogether un- j 
roasonablo and that Mr. Davie, when ho I 



UNPATHIOTIO CITIZENS. 

The Winnipeg Commercial deplores tho 
faot that thoro are so many in Canada who, 
iu thoir ondeavorB to exalt thomsolvoa and 
their party and to discredit their opponents, 
uso all thoir talents and exert all their 
enorgies in deorying their own country or 
thoir own province. We see that tho publio 
men who wish to bo thought tho friends 
par excellance of tho peoplo positively en- 
joy doing this bad work. If Mr. Heaven, 
for instance, while ho was Mayor of Vic- 
toria was half as onorgetio in promoting tho 
wolfaro of tho city as he is now in trying to 
destroy tho credit of tho province, ho would 
not havo loft Victoria in tho disgraceful 
condition from ono end to tho other 
in which his successor has found 
it. In trying to prove to the world that 
this province is bankrupt, ho has apparently 
grown young again, It is evident to every 
observor that he on joys this miserablo wreck- 
ing businoss keenly. The following passago 
from a late number of tho Commercial ap- 
plies to Mr. Bouven and his fellow blue-ruin 
howlers as well us if it wore writton specially 
to desoribo them : 

It is unfortunato that there are so many 
public mon and journalists in Canada who 
resort to the unpatriotic course of depreci- 
ating tho country, in ordor to mako a point 
against their political opponents. This thing 
is altogether too common in this country. 
From tho speeches and writings of some of 
these men, ono would think that tho coun- 
try was going to eternal smash, or that it 
had already been irretrievably ruined, and 
that the population had been driven out 
to seek a livelihood in foreign lauds, all 
owing to tho iniquitous policy of tho oppo- 
site political party. When articles and 
speeches of this uaturo are sent abroad and 
read by purties who uro not familiar with 
political methods in Canada, they uro apt to 
accept the statements as facts. Canada has 
certainly been injured in the opinion of 
peoplo abroad by tho frantic efforts of aomo 
of our public men and nowspapors to bring 
discredit upon thoir political opponent:) 
Foreigners do not know that tho bulk of tho 
pessimistic literature wo read about tho 
country is prompted by no other motivo 
than to injure political opponents. Even 
our own people fail often to realizo this fact, 
and they imbibe the spirit of theso gloomy 
pictures, to tho injury of good national 
sentiment. 

Tho Commercial might havo added that iu 
Canada the unpatriotic] pessimists havo 
howled against thoir country in vain. Tho 
peoplo have come to underataud them tho 
roughly. They show so plainly that party 
advantage is far moro precious in their sight 
than tho welfuro of their country, that tho 
peoplo take very good oaro that they will 
not place the management of publio affairs 
in thoir hands. So the preachers of blue 
ruin have preached for many years in vain. 
This is the case with Mr. Heaven. If hia 
predictions, so often ropeated, had corns 
true, British Columbia would long ere this 
havo been irretrievably ruined. But it is still 
progressing, and tho indications aro that it 
will, in the immediate future, progress more 
rapidly than it ovor did beforo. But thiB 
will bo not with Mr. Beavan's aid, but in 
spite of his and his follow howlers' persist 
ent efforts to impede its advance.

Tho ordinary principles of judicial proceed- 
ing do not appear to apply in his ease. It 
seems folly to presumo that ho ia innocent 
until ho is proved to bo guilty. It would 
appear as reasonable to wait until a tiger, 
who happens to bo looso, kills and renda 
limb from limb some unfortunato person, bo- 
fore an attempt is mado to catch and chain 
him, as it would bo to permit avowed anar- 
chists to bo freo to doviso means to kill their 
follow-citizons arid to destroy thoir prop- 
erty. " Every anarchist crimo," aays tho 
New York Tlmos, "makes clearer the neces- 
sity of putting anarchists out of ths way 
liko so many rabid dogs; but every execu- 
tion of an anarchist makes it moro puzzling 
and moro exasperating that tho anarchist 
Bhould dio in so fatuous a state of self-Bade 
faction." Tho self-satisfaction would, wo 
fanoy, dio out during a long puriod 
of solitary confinement on meagre fare. 

" Can anarchy," Bays the San Francisco 
Chronicle, " bo suppressed atall among oivil- 
izsd nations ? If so it must be by dotor 
tormiued ami concerted effort, outside of tho 
domain of penal laws and statutes as they 
now exist. Tho law muBt ho ignored or now 
laws must bo framed to meet the altered 
condition of affairs. The privileges of freo 
speech and of unquestioned assemblage muy 
have to bu curtailed, important ub wo deem 
tbem to a freo people. Thoro muBt bo de- 
clared a general state of emergency, and 
society must array itsolf solidly against its 
foes, armed and equipped for a struggle in 
which qunrter will bo neither given nor 
taken." 



TEE ANARCHISTS. 

Tho Anarchists appeal to bo increasing 
at an alarming rate. Thoy aro exceedingly 
bold, and they glory in their crimes, Thoy 
are found almost ovorywhoro. Wo read of 
their outrages in Paris and other parts of 
France. They havo committed horrible 
crimes and creatod great alarm in Spain. 
They are plotting tho destruction of society 
in Italy. W T e road of them beiDg in Ger- 
many, where they threaten to wage war 
against the moneyed classes, and there aro 
strong indications that they are Bchemitig 
to do mischief in the United States. They 
are just as dangerous in countries which have 
tho republican form of government, as they 
aro in thoso over which monarchs 
ahsoluto and limited, reign. They are very- 
far indeed from being fanatics in tho cause of 
freedom. They aro hostile to governments 
of every kind ; their aim is not to give the 
peoplo liberty, but to destroy civilization, 

In fact the anarchista seem to bo without 
an aim. They appear to cherish a blind 
hatred of tho6o who aro hotter off than 
themselves, and they kill and rnaim, not 
with the expectation of doing good by tho 
killing and maiming, but for the mero 
pleasuro of murdering and torturing their 
follow creatures. Those among whom they 
throw their bombs aro, for tho most part, 
unknown to them. They have not injured 
or offondod them in any way. Tho only 
crimo of thoir victims, in tho oyos of tho 
anarchists, is that thoy aro well clad, well 
fed, und oppoar Io ho happy. 

Tho anarchists do not mako vory 
strenuous efforts to escapo after they 
havo committed their vory audacious 
crimes, often in tho light of day. They are 
oool and collected after thoy aro uppre- 
hendod, thoy faco tho judgo boldly, and 
thoy exhibit wonderful courage on the scaf- 
fold. Death appoars to have no terrors for 
them. Their boaring, when called to ac 
count for their crimes, is such that if thoir 
cause woro a good ono thoy would, for thoir 
calmness and thoir fortitude, be admirod as 
martyrs or patriots. Thoy show no signs of 
sorrow or rcpontanco ; thoy do not appear 
to think it any orinio to tako tho lives of 
innocent and unoffending men and women. 
On tho contrary, the moro they kill and 
wound tho bottor ploased and tho prouder 
thoy are. They glory in thoir crimes, and 
long live Anarchy " aro tho last words 
thoy utter. 

Anarchy iu thoso days appears to bo a 
kind of opidemlo, and it is evidently highly 
contagious. How is it to bo treated is a 
question, to which tho pooplo of all 
civilized countries must try to find an an- 
swer. Tho diseaoo is dangerous, audit docs 
not appear to admit of ouro. Aro those 
who have caught it to bo treated like

MORE MONEY REQUIRED. 

Hotlou to Authorize the Raising of $0,000 
Pursuant to the Victoria Clly 
Act, 1392. 

Aid, Keith-Wilson takea up tho wholo of 
tho bulletin board at tho City Hall with 
four typo-written pages of a notice of motion 
to tho following effect. After sotting out 
that the provisions of tho City of Victoria 
act, 1892, did not permit tho borrowing of 
more than $25-1,000 for tho purposes of pay- 
ing off tho indebtedness incurred by pre- 
vious councils, and that a portion of these 
moneys umounting to $170,000 had been 
raised and applied to paying off tho debts of 
tho councils prior to the year 1S92, in tho 
sum of $ 140,004. 06 ; to replaco monoya 
already taken, or to be taken from the cur- 
rout revenue for 1892, in order to dischargo 
liabilities incurred by tho councils prior to 
tho 18th January, 1892, and to pay tho 
costs and exponses connected with tho pas- 
oago of tho aaid act, tho sum of $5,732.29 ; 
to provide funds sufficient to replace to tho 
credit of the corporation tho amount of 
all moneys which under tho pro/isiona 
of tho said aot are to bo refunded to tho 
taxpayers in respect of tho ratos and taxoa 
ovied in tho year 1891 upon improvements 
as dictinguiehed from thoeo levied upon 
land, tho Bum of $27,153 55 ; to provido for 
the payment of tho costs of tho Royai Com- 
mission tho sum of $2,509 20, aggregating in 
all $170,000 ; and whereas debentures of tho 
corporation have boon issued for a further 
sum of $G,0O0, making a total of $182,000 
borrowed under tho authority of the said 
act ; and whoreas it is necessary and ex- 
pedient to borrow a further sum of $6,000 
in respect of tho indebtedness montionod in 
tho said act, and to isouo debentures of tho 
corporation for tho said sum in sums of 
?~,000 payable at tho Bank of B. N. A 
oithor in Montreal or Now York, on tho

ho is hereby, authorized to issue for the pur- 
poaea aforeaaid throe debenturoa of the Baid 
corporation for tho aforesaid sum of $0,000, 



and places mentioned, with intereat alao as 
above mentioned ; that the payment of in- 
terest upon and tho redemption of tho said 
debentures bo provided for in accordance 
with scheme I. of aection 5 of Baid act; that 
tho council and their successors may for the 
purpose of providing a sinking fund for 
the payment of tho said debentures in full 
aa thoy shall become duo and the intereat on

A MINING SUIT. 

Interesting I'olnts Discussed In the Case 
Against Gold Commissioner 
Flt/.Btubbs, 

Mr. Justico Walkem sat yesterday in tho 
Chambor court to hear argument in support 
of an objectiou in the nature of a domurrer, 
filed by tho Atlurney General on behalf of 
tho defendant to tho plaintiffs' utatomont of 
claim in tho case of Cooley ct. el. v. Jj'itz- 
BtubbB. Tho defendant is tho gold commis- 
sioner for West Kooteuay, and tho plaintiffs 
Bued for a mandamus to compel him to 
grant them a right of entry over certain 
mining ground for the purpose of erecting 
a bed rock flumo. Tho defendant refused to 
grant tho right of entry on tho ground prin- 
cipally that tho aamo was tho subject of liti- 
gation in tho Supreme court, ana in posses- 
sion of a receiver appointed by tho Court. 
And it was alao claimed that baving exor- 
cised hia diacretion in the matter tho samo 
was not reviowablo by the Court. Rule 232 
of tho Supremo court rulee abolishes demur- 
rers, but provides that in lieu of them, a 
party may raise any point of law on hia 
pleadings. 

Tho Attorney-General, acting on rule 232, 
now argued that tho statement of claim dis- 
closed no cause of action ; (1) on the grouud 
that tho gold commisBioner'a discretion was 
not reviowablo by mandamus ; (2) bcoauso it 
was not shown that tho plaintiffs wero freo 
minorB at the timo of making their applica- 
tion to tho defendant for right of entry ; (3) 
because tho nature and exteut of the plaint- 
iffa 1 proposed entry was not shown, and (4) 
that it was not alleged that tho statutory 
fee of $125 had accompanied the application. 

Mr. Belyea argued that tho Attorney- 
General could not avail himself of pointa 
2, 3 and 4, aa thoBO points had not been 
mentioned in the objections taken in the 
statement of defonco, which was confined to 
tho objootion that tho gold commissioner's 
discretion was not reviewable 

The Attorney-General quotod authority 
to show that upon a domurrer it was neces- 
sary to specify only ono substantial point 
for argument, and that additional points 
could be taken afterwards, particulars boing 
usually filed before tho argument. This ho 
had dono. 

His Lordship decided that all the points 
taken on bahalf of the defendant were open 
to him, and after some further discussion 
held that points 2, 3 and 4 were fatal ob- 
jections to tho Btatemontof claim. Regard- 
ing tho point of discretion, although it was 
unnecessary now to decide tho point, His 
Lordship waa strongly of opinion that the 
Gold CommisBioner'a discretion was 
reviewable upon mandamus, aa to 
whether his refusal on tho ground 
of tho property being in tho hands of a 
receiver, was a sound exorciso of discre- 
tion, or not, ho would venture no opinion at 
present. That poiut could bo arguod at 
tho trial or upon somo separate motion. 
Ho must allow tho objection to tho state- 
ment of claim. 

Mr. Belyea applied for leave to amend, 
which Hia Lordship granted.

RAILWAY TO COMOX. 

(Comox Wookly Nows.) 
It ia Btrango that tho Victoria Times 
should oppose tho extension of tho Esqui 
malt & Nanaimo railway to Comox district, 
In opposing Government aid it is placing 
itsolf iu hostility to tho interostB of thie sec- 
tion, and alao of Victoria, to which thie 
locality is naturally tributary. It is truo 
the proposed extension would traverse a 
portion of tho railway belt and of course 
benefit thoso lands, but thoro is now a con- 
siderable extent of lunda Bottled upon be- 
longing to private ownership, be^os tho 
large, rich and populated prairio valloy 
of this dlstriot which never did be- 
long to tho Dunsmuirs, including Comox 
and Courtenay. Aro tlioso people and 
their interests not to bo taken into account ; 
That tho Esquimau & Nanaimo Railway 
Co. will bo benefited by running its lino up 
to Comox is so much tho better. It will re- 
quire less aid to induce it to build. Tho 
benefit to bo derived by it Bhould un- 
doubtedly bo taken into consideration. _ At 
tho samo timo tho groat benefit tho Province 
would dorivo from having theBO lands 
aettlod and made tax producing should not 
bo lost sight of, nor should tho just de- 
mands of this section for railway counoo- 
tionB bo ignored. 

If tho railway wero to run only to Union 
mineB thoro would be reason for the claim 
put forth by tho Times, but tho Government 
in granting claims should provide for tho 
extension of tho lino to tho Courtenay river 
near the bridgo or beyond so as to tap tho 
heart of tho Comox valley and bo of the 
greatest convenionco to tho trade ond traffic 
of this region. This would connect with 
tho lino to Union, and whilo furnishing ac- 
commodation to that rapidly growing town, 
would reach tho centre of tlio Comox Bottle- 
ment, and intorosts entirely boyond and out- 
Bide of any possessed by tho Diiub- 
muirs. By fixing tho point of extension 
far north as mentioned the Govorn- 
mont would bo justifiod in giving reasonable 
aid for its conatruotion, and cannot refuse 
such aid without incurring tho charge of 



being grossly partial to other sections which 
have leBS claim upon its bounty. Built to 
tho rivor, tho road would be in the direct 
and natural lino which it must ultimately go 
when extended, us it will some day bo, still 
farther up tho Island, and will repel the 
claim that itB conatruotion would bo ohufly 
in tho interest of tho railway belt. Thore- 
foro to disarm opposition and also to secure 
justico in thia valloy and justify its own 
action any bill brought down in aid of the 
extension of tho Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
railway should provide that the lino should 
bo built and operated aB far north aa tho 
Courtenay rivor. 

FRENCH GRAIN. TARIFF.

"Industrials." 



Clew's Circular Considers Trade Out- 
look Brighter in Great Britain 
and America. 

New York, Fob. 17.— Tho stock exchange 
to-day closed the wook aa ib oponed, dull 
and uninteresting. During to-day's session 
only 80,255 shares changed handB. The 
" bulls " aceorded to the Grangers good aup- 
port at the Btart and fractional advancea 
woro recorded ; but as the Induatriala 
developed weakness, a diapoaition to realize- 
in the railway Hat was soon manifested. 
Speculation, however, was listless through- 
out, the uncertainty in regard to legialation 
at Washington still cheoking operationa for 
outside amount. Reports from Washing- 
ton that the Senato aub-coinmittee would 
favor an increo.Be in the tax onspicea and was 
considering a proposition to givo tho sugar 
people a moderato protection on reBued, 
tailed to strengthen thoso stocks. Whiskey 
docliued ljj to 272, ttrK l sugar, 1J to 78J. 
Tho latter finally reduced to "BJ. Chicago 
Gas dropped l{j to B3J on dispatches from 
Chicago that another ordinance against 
tho Trust would bo introduced in the 
Council next week. Outsido tho shares 
named, tho decline was equal to ^ to 7J; the 
latter in Burlington & Quincy, which 
touched 1i>i. Tho statement of Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul for tho Becond week 
of February, showing a loss in oarnings of 
511,742, had no effoot. Tho same remark 
uppliea to tho Bank statement. Tho de- 
crease of §U, 090,875 in tho reserve excited 
little interest, as the banks still have $74,- 
000,000 surplus against $13,000,000 lust 
year, and money ia practically uulendablo, 
except at merely nominal rates. The move- 
ment of currency is still in favor of this 
centre, and tho loas on tho hank 
resorvo has been duo entirely to 
tho extraordinary paymentB into the treas- 
ury on aocouut of the Government loans. 
The market closed dull and irregular. Clos- 
ing bids; Atchison, 1 1 g ; Burlington & 
Quincy, 75.} ; Cauada Southern, 49J ;

In their Wall street circular, dated Now 
York, Feb. 10, Henry Clews & Co. say : 
During the past week Wall Btreot has shown 
little ohango from tho lato dullness coupled 
with steadiness of prices. Almost the only 
stocks that have shown any activity are the 
Industrials. They aro the only ones that 
havo diroctly sympathized with tho passage 
of tho Tariff bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives ; and, somewhat singularly, tho 
changes in their value have been upward ; 
that, however, may bo duo to their having 
boon oversold in advance of tho action of tho 
House. 

The completion of the Goverment loan 
has produced a moro Bottled fooling ; al- 
though owing to tho political opposition to 
tho negotiation fomonted in Washington, 
the operation was robbed of tho eclat of a 
largo anrplua of offers and high premiums, 
yet it ia on all aides regarded aa having had 
a moat beneficial effeot. It settles many 
harassing doubts oonnoctod with the poa- 
eiblo objootionable ways of getting tho 
money ; the introduction of the ailver ques- 
tion into tho operation haB been obviated ; 
tho coin rosorvo of the Treasury 
has been restored to about its for- 
mer strength, and tho working bal- 
ance of the Government haa boon increaaed. 
Ab doubts overhanging the finances of a 
Government always have a widoly disturb- 
ing effect, tho settlement of tho misgivinga 
in thia case ia a matter of much congratula- 
tion. Moreover, it ia a boon to tho banka 
that ao large an amount of their unwieldy 
caah baUncea haa bocn transferred to whoro 
tho money properly belongs. The result is 
a moro normal distribution of tho currency ; 
and tho ceriod is brought so much nearer 
when the banks may hope for a moderato 
ratoof intereatontheirloans. Toaomeextent, 
opinion inclines to tho expectation that tho 
Secretary of the Treasury may have to bor- 
row a still further amount to make up for 
his deficiencies of revenuo ; but Mr. Carlisle 
appears to entertain little doubt that he 
c*n meet all the rcquirementa of the current 
fiscal year without trenching on his gold 
reserve ; tho latter hope, however, may de- 
pend very much upon whether any import- 
ant amount of gold is oxported during tho 
interval, for in that case the banks would bo 
likely to uxchange leyal tonders for gold. 

It is the habit of Wall Street to shrink 
from any prospect cf cold exports. It can- 
not L\. said that such a movement is now 
within sight, although there is now an ex- 
ceptionally light supply of export bills; but 
a worse contingency than an export of ton 
to fiftoou millions of tho yellow metal might 
happen. On the one hand, it would relieve 
tho banks of their inordinate glut of monoy; 
on tho other, it would cheapen money in 
London and on tho continont, and thereby 
induce activity in tho bourses, with tho pos- 
sibility of causing a demand for American 
socuriti e; which is tho kind of stimulus 
Wall Street ia now thirsting for. Thoro 
are welcome aymptonn of rovival of British 
trade ; welcome, because raoovory thoro 
would help recovory here. England's im- 
ports for January bIiow an incroaso over 
thoso of a year provioua amounting to 
£5,330,000, or at tho rato of 16 per cont ; 
and although the oxporta of homo produce 
show a gain of only £150,000, yot tho largo 
gain in imports implies that an improve- 
ment in tho export markota ia anticipated. 
Thia is tho firat hopeful aymptom that Eog- 
land haa oxhibitod for a long timo, virtu- 
ally ainco tho Baring troublea ; and it is 
suggestive of tho beginnings of a turn In 
the univoraal depression of trade. 

In thia country, buainoaa still shows ovi 
•donees of a slow improvement. There ia 
Bomo abatement of tho resumption of work 
by long idle factories and iron works ; but 
that is not rcmarkablo after such a marked 
renewal of produotion aa ocourred Iaat 
month, The depression remaina greatest in 
tho Westorn, Middlo and Eastorn Statca, 
while in tho Far West, Southwest and 
South, it ia much milder. From the latter 
sootio-. fhero is a fair aggregato demand for 
goods, Douch it comes in a thin continuous 
stream rather than in aotivo bounds, and 
thereforo makes little show. Taking tho 
trade of January aa a whole, however, it 



shows a fair improvement, both in tono and 
volume, on that of the previoua aix months. 
The manufacturer are waiting for final 
action on tho tariff. From auch indications 
aa tho Sonate affords, it seoniB likely that no 
serious obatruction will arise to tho passage 
of the bill ia a modified form, and. a month 
or six woeka may possibly find it on the 
Btatuto book. Before that finality, how- 
ever, the duties on a wide range of articles 
will be regarded as so far oortain aa to ad- 
mit of giving orders for thom, and in that 
way a steady increase of buainoaa may bo 
expected. 

Although tho silver atorm exhausted it- 
self in India't auapenaion of free coinage and 
tho ropeal of tho Sherman Act, its aftor- 
mutteringa are Btill heard in various quar- 
ters. Tho further largo decline in bullion 
has reawakened tho bi-motallists, whilst it 
haB strengthened tho conviction of tho advo- 
cates of tho gold standard that tho restor- 
ation of silver is less likely. Mr. Bland 
offers a now aet of noatrums ; tho London 
aupporterB of the double standard arc sound- 
ing the alarm; and Boston iB mustering ita 
small but brave bund of eilvorites to arms. 
Tho deoieivo battle, howovcr, has boon 
fought and won for tho single standard, ond 
these attempta to rogather tho scattered olana 
can only unsottlo tho old-fogies of finance. 
In Europe, tho disturbance eauBed by 
the fall in ailver ha8 largely abated, evon in 
tho intereata connected with tho trade of 
India ; and uffairs havo now become bo ad- 
justed to tho new conditiona that tho lato 
shadow on tho future may bo said to have 
almost disappeared. In this country, the 
ailver faction haa been do effectually 
Bcotched, that whilst it may continuo to 
annoy, it can do littlo aotual harm to confi- 
dence. Upon tho wholo, thereforo, finan- 
cial conditiona Beem to bo working into a 
sounder and moro settled shapo, and tho 
factors aro beginning to disappear which 
have contributed to the depression which 
has bofullen all countries. 



TRADE REVIEWS. 

Dun's and Bradstreet's Reports of the Commer- 
cial Situation Summarized— Effects of 
Turlll' Legislation. 

New Yobk, Feb. 10.— R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their weokly trade roview, say ; " This 
has boen a week of rocord-broaking in 
wheat, in ailvor, in «omo forma of iron and 
atool, in Connollville coke and in woll- 
known cotton and woollen gooda, tho loweat 
pricea over known havo boon made. The 
great fall in wheat had an unfavorable influ- 
ence upon tho tono of business generally, and 
there waa lesa confidence iu Wall atrcot, 
leas improvement in manufacturers, and a 
greater decrease in tho volume of payments 
through the cloaring housea, whioh wero 
25.4 por cent, lesa than a yoar ago outeiilo 
of Now York, and 43.7 por cent, leas than 
a yoar ago here. Notwithstanding the un- 
UBUal transactions in grain, while no aotion 
especially affecting buainess prospecta waa 
taken at Washington, tho oontinued discus- 
sion of revenue and monetary measures, and 
the uncertainty regarding thom, had » con- 
stant unfavorable influence, and in different 
markets havo oausod sudden fluctuations in 
pricea. The Blight recovery in tho pricoa of 
iron produotB has not been maintained. 
The average decline in railroad stocks was 
53 cents per Bhare, whilo the decroaso in 
earnings of tho roads reported is but 9 por 
cent., though tho decrease in Eiat bound 
freight from Chicago is 39.1 percent. The 
weakness in railroad stock is in part duo to 
the violent fluctuation in trust stocks and 
the break in augar, which foil 5 per cent, 
por share, with heavy transactions. Tho 
fuilures for the weok havo been 323 in tho 
United States, ogainst 197 last year, and 
55 in Canada against 3G last yoar. 

Bradstreet'a to-morrow will say : Tele- 
graphic advices from trado centreB mako it 
plainthat tho gonoralvolumool busineassince 
beginning of the month shows a decreaso as 
compared with tho corresponding period of 
January thia year. There ia a disposition 
to continuo disposing of stock and buy- 
ing for immediate wants until after 
the tariff question is disposed of. Commer- 
cial travellers for dry goods, clothing, hard- 
ware, shoea and othor gooda, in a number of 
instances, are on thoir way homo or have 
arrived home, and report that many oi tho 
orders secured are dependent on tho passage 
or otherwise of the tariff. Snow and atorms 
have temporarily chocked buaineaa west. 
The groateat activity in commercial linoa ia 
in dry-goods, hata, shoea, rubbers, and 
South, in plantation auppltoa and fertilizora. 
Wheat prices have again gono below previ- 
ous records, with as little certainty as 
previously thot they havo touched bottom. 
Tho anthracite coal production will con- 
tinue restricted thia month, and prices 
have boen out 25 conta. Cattlo and hoga at 
loading western marketa aro in full supply 
and 15 oenta lower per 100 lbs. Wool ia 
dull now, manufacturers working on orders 
and buying as noedod. Thia has ro- 
aulted in shaded prices. At some 
more important eaatorn drygoodB centres 
jobbing la vory moderato, Indigo prlnta be- 
ing cut 4^ cents and print cloths lower, with 
stocks accumulating. Rico ib in good de- 
mand and strong; ougar is from J to % cent 
higher, and Bossemer and pig iron holds its 
15 cents advance, although foara are ex- 
pressed of a reaction now that manufacturora 
will begin to produce from lower pricod ores. 
Notwithstanding the extreme doprossiou in 
tho whoat markot, it is ovident Bomeone haa 
confidence in a near by improvement, aa 
S*n Francisco advices aro that Bomeone 
thoro ia buying all the whoat offered. 
The bank closings aggrogato $7S 0,000,000 
this week, a docroaBO of more than 11 
per cent., compared with tho weok boforo, 
and of 37 por cont. contrasted with tho same 
week a year ago. Business ia quiot through- 
out tho Dominion, although Toronto reports 
that dry gooda morchantB aro expecting an 
improvement soon. Tho expected Canadian 
tariff changes next month incline to depross 
trado. 



A PLEA FOR TOLERATION. 



Lord Dufferln's Cogent Appeal to the Pro- 
testant Benevolent Society 
of Toronto. 

Lord Dufferin, speaking to the Irish Pro- 
toataut Bonovolent Society of Toronto, on 
September 25, 1878, in reply to an address 
road by Cupt. McMaater, said : 

"Fow thinga could have given mo greater 
ploasuro than to receive such an addrees 
aa that which you havo presentod 
to me. I recollect tho friendly rocoption 
you gavo me on my first arrival, and I re- 
joico at thia opportunity of bidding you 
farewell. I am well aware of tho uaoful 
naturo of tho taak you have sot youraelves 
and of tho broad and liberal Bpirit in which 
you oxeoute it, and ib is theroforo to you 
and through you to the roat of our Irish 
fellow-countrymen in Canada that I feel 
irresistibly oompalled to convey one last and 
parting entreaty. 

No ono can havo watched tho reoont 
oourso of oventa without having observed 
almoBt with feelings of terror the unaccount- 
able oxacerbation and rccrudesoouco of thoae 
party fouda and roligious animosities from 
which, for many a long day, wo have 
been comparatively free. Now, gentlomen, 
this ia a moat aorious matter ; ita import 
cannot be exaggerated; and I would bo- 
Beech you and overy Canadian in tho land 
who exorcises any influence amid tho circle 
of his acquaintance — nay, ovory Canadian 
woman, whether mother, wife, Bister or 
daughter, to strain ovory norvo, to exert 
overy faculty they possess, to stifle and 
oraclice.to this hateful and abominable root 
of bitterness from amongst ua. 

Gentlemen, I havo had a torrible experi- 
ence iu theao matters. I have soon one of 
tho greatest and most prosperous towns cf 
Iroland — tho city of Belfast— helplessly 
given over for an entire week into the 
hands of two contending roligious fao- 
tioua, I havo gone into tho hospital and 
behold the dead bodies of young men 
In tho prime of life lying stark and cold up- 
on tho hospital floor; the dolioate forma of 
innocent women writhing in agony upon 
the hospital beds, aud every ono of these 
struck down by un unknown bullet, by 
thoso with whom they had no personal 
quarrol, toward whom they felt no ani- 
mosity, and from whom, had they en- 
countered thom iu the intercourse of ordi- 
nary lifo, they would have probably re- 
ceived ovory mark of kindnoaa and good 
will. But, where theao tragedies ocourred, 
aenaoless und wickod as wero tho occasions 
which produced them, thero had long ex- 
isted between tho contending parties tra- 
ditions of animosity and ill-will, and tho 
memory of ancient grievances ; but what 
can bo moro Cain-liko, moro insane, than to 
import into this country, unaulliod as it is 
by any ovil record of civil strife, a stainless 
paradiao fresh and bright from tho hands of 
its maker, whoro all havo been frcoly ad- 
mitted upon equal term8, tho bloodthirsty 
Btrifo and brutal quarrels of tho old world 1 

Divided aa you are into variouB powerful 
religioua communities, none of whom are 
entitlod to claim either pre-eminence or 
ascondancy over tho other, but oach of which 
reckons amongst its adherents enormous 
musses of tho population, what hopes can 
you have except in mutual forbearance and 
a gonerous liberality of Bentiment? Why, 
your vory oxistenco depends upon tho dia- 
appearanco of those ancient feuds. Be 
wise therefore in timo, I Bay, whilo it is 
still time, for it is tho property of these 
hateful quarrela to feed on their own ox- 
ceasea ; if onco engendered, they widen 
thtir bloody circuit from year to year, 
till they engulf tho entire community in 
internccino etrifo. Unhappily, it is not by 
legislation or atatutory restriction, or 
oven by the interference of tho armed 
Executive, that thoso can bo effectually 
and radically remodied. Such alternatives, 
oven when successful at tho time— I am not 
alluding to anything that haa taken place in 
Canada, but to my Irish experiencea— are 
apt to leave a aonso of injustice and of a 
partial administration of tho law rankling in 
tho minda of ono or other of tho parties ; 
but surely when roiuforced by auch obvious 
considerations of Eelf-preservution aa thoae 
I have indicated, tho public opinion of tho 
community at largo ought to bo sufficient to 
repress tho evil. 

Bolieve me, if you desire to avert an im- 
pending calamity, it la tho duty of every 
human being amongst you — Protestant and 
Catholic, Orangeman and Union man — to 
consider with regard to all these matters 
what is tho real duty they owo to God, their 
couatry and oach other. And now, gentlo- 
men, I havo done. I trust that nothing I 
have said has wounded tho susceptibilities of 
any of thoao who have listened to mo. God 
knowa I have had but one thought in 
addressing theao obaervationa to you, and 
that is to mako tho boat uae of thia excep 
tional occasion, and to take tho utmoat ad- 
vantage of tho good will with which I know 
you regard me, in order to effect on object 
upon which your own happiness and the 
happiness of futuro generations bo greatly 
depend."

New York, Feb. 17.— This afternoon, 
shortly aftor tho striking weavers' com- 
mittee, which had a conference with tho 
manufacturers at Steinhard's mill had mado 
its report, the following circular waB 
issued : " Since many years tho silk rib- 
bon woavora of the United States have 
found themsolves in a very deplorablo con- 
dition, inasmuch as their wages havo been 
constantly reduced. Thoy have soarooly 
been ablo to moot tho demands of 
their families, and as tho orisis 
of last Septombor also had its sub- 
sequent disastrous etTdct, the weavers 
wero unablo to stand the Btrain any longer, 
and a good many were forced to the degrad- 
ation of accepting public charity. Under 
all these conditions it is to bo noted that tho 
Bilk ribbon industry, through tho tariff of 
fifty per cent , is the most protectod of all 
others. Now. in order to improve upon our 
miseruble existence, and to bo able to earn a 
respectable living and shako off tho shackleB 
of starvation, we have formulated a prico 
list which we have submitted to all tho 
manufacturers of Now York, who, without 
exception, havo refused to recognizo it, 
Tho weavers have, therefore, been forced to 
strike in a body, and aro most emphatically 
resolved, as a mutter of principle, rathor to 
starve in tho streets than in the mills. 

"Comrades and fellow-workmen every- 
where, we appeal to you and enlist your 
sympathy, so as to morally support us in our 
supremo effort, and imploro you to likewise 
tuko up a position with us bo that wo can 
make and earn a living such as becomes tho 
stindard pf manhood. As citizcnB of the Uui- 
tod States wo do nob desire tho luxuries 
in which tho manufacturers indulge, who 
look on calmly and with indifferohco and see 
our wives and children on tho vergo of star- 
vation. Thercforo, fellow-workmen, arouso 
and organize ; help us in our strugglo to Im- 
prove tho deplorablo condition in which we 
find ourselves. Fraternally, tho general 
strike committee." 

While the committee was in session, 
Edwurd Feeney, of the Board of Mediators 
and Arbitrators, called and aBked to be 
allowed to address them, offering his 
services as arbitrator in tho matter, 
between tho manufacturers and strikers. 
Mr. Feeney was refused admittance to the 
meeting; but tho chairman stated tho object 
of his visit to tho committee After about 
an hour's discussion, the chairman announced 
to Mr. Feeney that tho committee had no 
authority to accept him as arbitrator.

Marshal VVutts at the point of 
his revolver and then bolted and 
made good his escape Harris 
was arrtated in the post office at noon to- 
day by Special Agent Latimer, on tho 
charge of forging the nomo of Wm. H. Clurk 
to a money order for S100 in Valparaiso, 
Ind. Everything was going on quietly at 
the examination, when HurriB jumped lo his 
feet and pulling his big gun, yelled, " Hold 

up your hands or I'll blow your d d 

brains out." Harris then backed toward 
the door, and with his revolver still 
covering tho court officials, slipped tho bolt 
with his left hand and, opening tho door, 
bolted into tho corridor, locking the door 
after him. Quick as a flash Inspector 
Latimer throw open a window and flrod his 
revolver in the air to attract attention, and 
then yelled, "Stop him ! stop him!" A 
crowd quickly gathered; but Harris had got 
safely out of tho building and was gone 
before the police arrived. Harris was for 
many years un employe of tho Now York 
post office. 

NO TEA AND COFFEE. 

They are Stricken from the List or Supplies to 
the Poor. 

Chicago, Feb. 17. — The resolution passed 
by the committee on public service of tho 
board of county commissioners, under which 
tea and coffee aro stricken from tho list of 
supplies furnished by the county roliof agent 
to tho poor and unemployed, goes into effect 
to-day. Tho resolution is based upon tho 
opinion of a majority of the commissioners 
that tea and coffeo are luxuries and not 
necessities, and that unfortunates who are 
so poorly off ob to bo compelled to seek 
cmnty lolief can well afford to dispense 
with such luxuries. Of tho commissioners 
responsible for this action one la Baid to 
possets the finest privato wine cellar in Chi- 
cigo, two or three others aro noted epicures, 
dining daily at a local restaurant noted for 
the foreign dishes of its menu and its fancy 
priceB, whllo without exception tho remain- 
ing members of the board aro men of means, 
living in a good style, and in some cubcs in 
absolute luxury.

Defence. 

Santa, Ana, Feb. 17. — Georgo Emerson, 
who shot und killed Louis Yousa, a Mexi- 
can, at Santa Argo canyon, early this morn- 
ing, gavo himself into tho custody of the 
officers nt Santa Ann, and claims to havo 
dono the shooting in Belf defence He 
aaid that ho and his brother, Louis 
Emeison, were taking a load of lumber 
to erect a cabin on their claim. Thoy had 
nearly reached their claim when Youba, 
who hud dono Eomo work for Emerson, ap- 
proached them and attacked Louis Emerson 
with a club. Louis turned to run, but 
stumbled and fell down. Tho Mexican 
raised his club to stnko tho prostrate 
man, when George shot tho " greaaer," who 
then turned his attention to him and Georgo 
j ointed his gun blindly tow*rd tho Mexican 
firing, then turned to run. Tho Mexican 
followed a fow steps and then fell dead. 
They then unloaded their wagon as quickly 
as possible and carne to Santa Ana, giving 
themaelves up to officers.

Kast.o, Feb. 17.— (Special) - Despite tho 
drop in silver, everything goes on ub uaual 
in tho Slocan und all apoak hopefully of tho 
future. Cameron & McDonald havo con- 
tracted to rawhide and bring down 000 tonB 
of ore from tho Grady group on Four- 
Mile creek to tho shoro of Slocan lako 
at Silvertown. They aro now putting 
up tho necessary buildings for their outfit 
and making a trail. A good rawhido trail 
has been mado to tho Payne mino and 100 
tons of ore aro being brought down to Three 
Forks. This mino was tho first located in 
the camp, and tho oro ia very rich. Tho 
owuers aro Scott, McDonald and S. S. 
Bailey. 

Tho Noble Five mine ia sending down a 
carload of specially picked oro, which tho 
owners claim will exceed anything that has 
yet been shipped from tho camp. Tho 
Noblo Five is still owned and worked by 
tho originnl locators. Jack McGuigan is 
tho buBinesa manager, and tho brothers 
Henessy aro in charge at the mino. They 
havo certainly ono of tho biggest bonanzas 
in tho camp, and unleBS they get a very big 
offor indeod, it is probablo that they will 
hold on to it. 

It ia reported that tho Fitch outfit havo 
struck four feet of rich oro ab tho Virginius, 
in Whitewater basin. Thoy have run in an 
eighty foot tunnol in two months. Tho 
ownora of tho other claims on tho White- 
water aro in jubilation over it.

of Three Forks, but the snow is making 
their work very laborious.

FOOD FOR THE FRENCH ARHY. 

Government Commission Reports That Pre- 
served Meat Cannot Ho Jlmle 
In Franco. 

Paris, Feb. 17 — Several Deputies urged 
tho Chamber recently to paaa a law that all 
tho preserved meat used in tho army 
bo prepared in Franco under Gov- 
ernment control. Tho army commission 
to whom their proposal was referred 
haa reported on it adversely. Tho report 
says that tho preserve factories in France 
are too few to supply the army demand, and 
clor.es with the recommendation that the 
government take steps to develop tho in- 
dustry. 

SWIFT JUSTICE. 

The Shah's Speedy Method of Dealing With 
Miscreants Who Heat and Bobbed a 
Missionary. 

Lynohbubo, Va., Feb. 17. — Tho Newa 
will to-morrow print a private letter re- 
ceived hero from Persia, relating to an in- 
atanca of swift vengeance on the 
part of tho Shah's government nt 
tho instance of Minister McDonald 
in behulf of tho Amorican missionaries. 
One of their numbor, Rov. E. W. St. Pierre 
of Oroomia, while riding homo from tho 
country in tho evoning, when within a little 
moro than a mile of the town, was seized 
by somo ruffians, dragged into an 
adjoining wood and treated in a 
moat unmerciful manner. Ho waB forced, 
under threat of instant death, to surrender 
all tho money and othor valuables which 
ho had about him. Then thoy stripped him 
of his clothing in tho bitter cold and left 
him half dead, saying that if he moved 
from whero ho was in so many minutes, ho 
would bo shot. When tho timo had expired 
tho outraged man dragged himself to tho 
road and finally reached home in a deplor- 
able con litien. Tho facia wero immediately 
reported to the American miniator at 
Teheran, who prorr.p'ly laid them beforo 
the Piime Miniator with a demand for 
tho prompt arrest aud punishment of 
tho criminals. Tho Primo Minis- 
ter immediately telegraphed peremptory 
orders for tho arrest of the robbera, four in 
numbor, who proved to bo notorioua outlaws. 
They wero captured after a Btout resistance 
aud put to death. 

Cabinet Dinner. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.— Rt. Hon. Mr. Glad- 
stone gavo a cabinet dinner to-day. Ho was 
in tho best of spirits. 

A mine Caves In. 
W'ABDNER, Idaho, Feb. 17- — A cave-in 
occurred last ovening in tho Bunker Hill 
mine, in which Pab Curran, a shifb boss, 
and two other miners wero killed, and two 
others sevoroly injured.

He Crawls Out of Stopping 1 Recog- 
nized Cruelty by Declaring Cham- 
eleons to Be Reptiles. 



A Decision as Cold-Blooded as the 
Animals That Aro 
Affected. 



Montreal, Feb. 17.— Judge Dugus ron- 
dorod tho following intoroating judgment on 
tho chameleon quoation : "Tho law pun- 
ishes iil -treatment of cattle, poultry, doge, 
domcstio animals or birds. Here, it is 
alleged that tho cruolty was exorcised 
towards domestic animals, to wit, tho six 
lizards iu quoation, and therefore I havo to 
decide whether such reptiles fall under the 
goueral denomination of domestic animala. 
I must declare immediately that I cannot 
como to auoh conclusion. I heartily approvo 
of what is done to provent any unnecessary 
cruolty towards them. I oannot seo that 
I can make of a lizird, a chameleon or any 
other reptile, such for example as frogs, 
toads or snakes, an animal which may bo 
considered a domestic animal in the truo 
senBo of tho word. Tho eruza which tem- 
porarily may exist in having possession of 
such a beast, whether actuated by curiosity, 
by tho novelty of tho thing or by the desire 
to make a study of its naturo and its hubita, 
do not, for tho timo being at all events, 
make it fall within tho category of thoso 
animals which havo beon domesticated in 
this country. The warrunt that was asked 
for to provent tho sulo of chameleons ia 
therefore refused." 



" YELLOW JACK." 

Steiis Taken to Prevent Us Spread— An 
American Captain Fired Upon. 

Rio de Janeiro, Fob. 17.— Tho Ameri- 
can warships New \~ork and Charleston left 
tho harbor to-day to provent tho crews con- 
tracting yellow fever. Thoy will anchor at 
some convenient point near the entrance to 
tho harbor. Tho vessels of the American 
fleet will take turns in doing harbor duty. 
Captain fcjturgis, of the American steamer 
Stantuit, which towed the Pirating to Brazil 
from New York, was fired upon by tho in- 
surgents this morning while going ashore in 
a small boat. The insurgents declared thoy 
did not know ho wus an American as ho 
carried no Hag. 

WHAT'S IN A NAME ? 

A close Similarity Causes One Insolvent Bank 
to Bo Mistaken for a Solvent Concern. 

London, Feb. 17. — A despatch from Pa- 
ris, last evening, said that tho Tribunal of 
Commerce had declared tho Coinptoir 
d'Kscompto bankrupt. Inquiries mado in 
PariB to day show, however, that tho report 
was erronoous. Tho concern which was de- 
clared bankrupt was tho Bank d'Escompto, 
an entiroly different institution from the 
Comptoir d'E;compto. Tho Bank d'Es- 
compto was placed iu tho hands of a liquida- 
tor about ten days ago, and Baron Soubo- 
grau, its chairman, was arrested on Febru- 
ary 9. Ho was placed, on February 15, un- 
der ;S,000 francs bail. 

WHALEBACKS AS WARSHIPS. 

U.S. Inquiry Still Going on as to tlio Util- 
ization of this Class of Vessel. 

Washington, Feb. 17 — The board ap- 
pointed by Secretary Herbert to inquire in- 
to tho advisability of adopting whaleback 
ships for use as wur vessels has taken a re- 
cess, pending an answer to inquires ad- 
dressed to Captain McDougall, tno doBignor 
of the whaleback boats. Tho board wcn .B to 
know what effect placing u Bixty-tou gun 
on a whaleback will havo on the vessol, and 
also desires fuller plans to ascertain tho lines 
of the propoBod boat. 

THE PACIPIC CABLE, 

Hon. Mr. IMd, of Victoria, Stroncly Advo- 
cates Its Completion. 

London, Feb, 17. — At a mooting of tho 
London Chamber of Commerco yesterday, 
Hon. Mr. Reid, speaking on Australia, sup- 
ported tho strong advocacy by tho agentB 
genoral for Now Zealand, Victoria, and Sir 
Charles Tupper, of Canada, of the comple- 
tion of tho Pacific oablo. His remarks wero 
receivod with hearty and unanimous 
approval by tho crowded chamber. Tho 
Violorian agent deolarod Mb intention of 
asking tho chamber to hold a special meet- 
ing on tho subjoot.
